122.6:01 of the Code authorize the Board of Health to award annual scholarships for students enrolled as
a full-time graduate student in a nurse practitioner program in the State of Virginia or a nurse midwife
program in the State of Virginia or in a nearby state.

The Office of the Attorney General has certified that the Board of Health has proper authority to
promulgate this regulation.

For each annual scholarship
awarded, practitioners are to provide medical care in a medically underserved area or health professional
shortage area in Virginia for one year. This scholarship program has benefited the public's health by
increasing the number of qualified nurse practitioners/nurse midwives practicing in medically underserved

areas and health professional shortage areas in the Commonwealth of Virginia.
